LONGER TEEMS OF OFFICE. 


A joint resolution has been intro- 


duced in the House of Kepresen tali res 
to amend the constitution so that the 
terms of Representatives shall be in- 
creased to four years, of Senators to 
eight years, and 'of President to eight 
years, the latter being ineligible to re- 
election. 
Mr.' Treloar, Republican, 


who introduced the resolution, urges 
in support of its adoption that the 
commercial interests of the country 
demand a change. 
He thinks that the 


election of a House of Representatives 
evejy two years, of. a President every 
four years and of Senators every six 
years deranges business, and that he is 
right, to some extent, thera cannot be 
much doubt.' 


But • is it going to help matters to 


make the proposed change ? Do we 
want an administration elected by the 
money of trusts and monopolies and 
foreign gold kings to continue in 
power eight years, and a Congress 
chosen by the same influences to up- 
hold 
that administration for four 


years.? 
It is seldom that a President 


goes out of office with the political 
party which elected him jn the as- 
cendancy in the House of Representa- 
tives. Harrison went inio office' with a 
Republican Congress; he went out with 
Congress Democratic. Cleveland went 
into the White House with Congress 
overwhelmingly Democratic; he will 
go out with a Republican majority of 
145 in the House ef Representatives. 
McKinley will take the Presidential 
chair with a gold standard majority of 
about 50 in the House of Representa- 
tives. 
Who is there that believes he 


will have a gold standard majority in 
the House at the expiration of bis 
term unless there is a revival in busi- 
ness before the next Congressional 
elections are held ? 
Some of the Now 


England States elect State officers an* 
nually and in none of them are the 
terms over two years. The great State 
of New York, an empire in itself, 
shortened the term of Governor from 
four to three years; and recently to 
two years, so that the people could 
have better opportunity to 
change 


their servants if they thought it ad- 
visable to do so. 
As Congress is 


almost as important to tho people as 
the State government, why deprive the 
people of the opportunity of chaugi ng 
its personnel or its politics, if they so 
desire, every two years ? 
. The founders of 
the Government 


made very few mistakes and the great 
trouble now with our Presidents and 
lawmakers ia in departing from the 
rules laid down by the fathers of the 
Repnblie. 
They believed in a govern- 


ment of the people by the people for 
the people. 
If we elect a President 


for eight years,Senai-ors for eight years 
and a House of Representatives for 
four years, the same arguments ad- 
vanced against tho frequency of elec- 
tions now can be advanced against the 
frequency of elections then, and the 
next move will be to extend t he terms 
for life. 


The United States have done fairly 


well under the existing constitutioiml 
provisions for the election of Presi- 
dent and Congress and we should let 
well enough alone. 'Take the tariff 
question oat of politics by placing it in 
the hands of a non-partisan commis- 
sion that will deal fairly with all in- 
dustries, and open the mints to the 
coinage of silver as well as gold as 
they were from 1792 to 1873, and the 
election of a Congress every two years- 
and of a President every four years 
will not disturb the business interests 
of the country to any appreciable ex- 
tent Treat the people fairly and there 
will be no occasion for distrust.

In tho middle of it he 
piit tho ball of grass, and over it he 
piled eight or ton httlo sticks of pine.

It helped 
to concentrate the heat by acting an a 
reflector. 


He put the coffeo iu the pot, poured 


in some water from the bucketful he 
had brought from the river, and set it 
down beside the pile of sticks. Then he 
arranged the slices of bacon in tho fry- 
ing pan and settled it on top of the pile 
of sticks. Then ho lit his fire. In a min- 
ute ifc was blazing up merrily, and tho 
bacon w-as sizzling in tho pan. He pour- 
ed some flour into the tomato can, 
dumped in a pinch of salt and some bak- 
ing powder and stirred it afl up vigor 
onsly with a spoon. Occasionally he 
stopped stirring to turn the bacon. Pres- 
ently tho bacon was done. 
He fished it 


out into a tin pie pan with a fork, and 
into the hot grease he poured tho mix- 
ture of flonr and other things from the 
tomato can. Thatwasgoing to bo "bull 
whacker's bread," or "scrugene. " 


As soon as he took the frying psu off

It turned 
bottom fcido up, and ho caught it a" 
deftly as any French cook catching pan- 
cuke*, and propped the'nubaketl «-0 up 
against the fire. By tho" time it had 
baked tho coffee was boiling, and the 
meal was ready. Ho drank tho coffee, 
strong and black, ont of a tin_ cup mid 
used sorghum for sweetening. Butter 
and lard he despised. His sorghum took 
the place of the one and the bacon 
grease served as substitute for the other. 


When he took the coffeepot off the 


fire, he put on a little can of water that 
stewed and simmered and 
presently 


boiled over the embers. That was his 
dishwater. He had (ohave it hot to take 
the bacon grease out of his pans. And 
when it was all done, there were three 
or four of tho littie pi»e sticks Ftill left. 


I asked him if ho did not want pota- 


toes. Yes, he said, aud he h:id them, 
but only when firewood was plenty- It 
took too long and too u'.uc1) v. oo;l to 
cook potatoes, and he coulda't do it 
•vheu he lud t9 depend oi! rue pine
